Passed April ath, It'dD. 

Str. I. The People of the State of .Veto York, repre 
rented in Senate and .Issembly, da enact as follows . The 
Nautilus Insurance Company shall hereafter be known as 
IheNEvv York Life Insurance Company. 

Sec. 2. Tlie business of the said Company shall be con- I 
lined to insurance on lives, and it may make all aud ev- 
ery insurance appertaining to life, and receive and exe I 
cute trusts, make endowments and grant and purchase 
annuities. 

Sec. :i. At tlieelection for Trustees, each insured mem- 
ber for any sum paid in or secured as a premium of insu - 1 
ranee to said Company during the year preceding such I 
election, shall have one vote, either in person, or by 
proxy, duly signed by tlie person effecting such insurance; | 
and every person holding a certificate or certificates ol 
the Compauy, (not discharged by payment of losses.) to I 
the amount of one hundred dollars, shall also be entitled I 
to one vote, and for every additional huudred dollars,!

I The degree of Bachelor of Laws will be conferred on 
j the students who shall have attended two full courses ol 
( the lectures a ml exert ises of the school, or one full course, 
alter having read full twelve mouths under the direction 
and with the assistance of a respectable counsellor at 
law, and who shall on the examination of the several 
professors be found by them all worthy of tlie honor.

The Life & Works of John Adams, 

Second President of the United Slates. 

Edited by his Grandson, Charles Francis Adams. 

T HE public will ne glad to learn that the publication 
of the works of John Adams, so long delayed, will 
now he commenced as soon as an adequ-te subscription 
shall have been obtained. It is intended to embrace, in 
the proposed collection, the works of Mr. Adams on 
Government already published, hut now out of priut, 
and a selection from a most voluminous mass of manu- 
scripts which have never seen the light. 

The collection is to be made and edited by the Hon. 
Chai les Francis Adams, the depositary of ail the manu- 
scripts as well o' John Adams as of his father, the late 
John Quincy Adams ; and is intended as the first of 
two great publications, elucidating the History of the 
Rise and Progress of these Uuited States, from the year 
1761, in which the revolutionary struggle first began, 
down to the year 1848. when the younger Adams died. 

The materials for the first of the two works are much 
more ample than has generally been supposed. John 
Adams, during nearly all his life, scrupulously preserved 
llis papers, and among them are found many of a ruri 
ous and singularly interesting character. Piobahlythe 
most remarkable, at. least in the eyes of the world, will 
prove to he a Diary, commenced by him as earlj as 1755, 
and carried on for thirty years, including the largest 
portion of his public career. IhisDiaty will be found 
to contain a great amount of valuable matter connected 
with the early movements of the Revolution in Massa- 
chusetts, and to throw a good deal of new light upon 
the proceedings of the great Congress of 1774, 1775, and 
1776, at Philadelphia, in which the writer was a con- 
spicuous actor. There are also notes of the debates du- 
ring a portion of that period, which in the dearth of all 
knowledge of them, will be highly valuable to posterity 
It is well known that an intention was long enter- 
tained by the younger Mr. Adams to write a memoir ol 
his father. This, although not entirely executed, was 
commenced. A most interesting fragment remains in a 
perfect state, and will be prefixed to the present publica- 
tion. The unexecuted portion will be carried on by the 
editor, aided by the discovery of an auto biographical 
fragment of John A lams himself, which will be woven 
into the body of his work.

Such selections will be made from the Diary, and from 
the private papers, as may be considered most likely to 
promote a better acquaintance with the trines in which 
Mr. Adarns lived and acted than is yet possessed, even 
after all the valuable contributions which ha\ - e already 
been famished tVom other quarters. On the whole, tlie
